That Millionaire Canadian of

guit for divoree on charges of desertion 
was filed in the Circuit court yesterday 
against John J. Harty, millionaire Cana- 
dian, by Mrs. Anne Fitzhugh Harty, a 
gramiopere singer. 

The sult cherges thet on April 24, 1906, 
the plaintiff married Mr. Harty, who is 
the son of the Hon. William Harty, M.P., 
of Kingston, Ont. 

The bill further states that Mrs. Harty 
is an American woman by birth and 
training, and as such American woman is 
endowed by nature with that spontane- 
ity of feeling and that inborn love of free- 
dem and instincts of democracy peculiar 
to one bred in the ideals of a new world, 
put that the defendant is a man of cold, 
reserved, and haughty mien and bearing 
griding himself upon his impregnable 
hedge of reserve, justifying the same by 
reason of his descent from a long line of 
poble ancestors. | 

These ancestors, according to the bill, 


grace their genealogy from the Saxon 


aristocracy of England and the time of 
Wiles the Conqueror. 


_ Reception at His Home. 
The bill further states that shortly after 
thelr marriage she was taken to the home 
of her husband in Canada, where she was 
esepred she would be welcomed in a style 
pefitting a foreign princess ratber than 
the simple American girl that she really 
was . 

The welcome, she states. was extended

The dite service bill has passed 
ite third reading in the British house of 
commons.

During the week the French have made 
attacks on Dead Man's hill and a num- 
ber of attacks on the German position on 
top of Hill 304.

The week started with a heavy bom- 
bardment by the Austro-Hungarian ar- 
tillery of the Italian line. The Italians 
reported that they were preparing for an 

advance in the Tyrol. However, before 
this advance progressed very far, the 
Austro-Hungerians assumed the general 
offensive in this region and drove the 
Italians back with some loss. Since the 
Austro-Hungaritans have continued suc- 
cessfully attacking, with the result that 
they have advanced in’ some places as 
much/ as five miles and have captured 
6,000 prisoners, eighteen guns, and seven- 
teen machine guns.

AMERICAN SETS AIR RECORD: 
460 MILES IN-FOUR HOURS. 


Victor Carlstrom Flies from New- 
port News, Va., to New York— 
Lost in Thunder Storm. 


New York, May 20.—Victor Caristrom, 
in a 160 horsepower biplane, flew from 
Newport News, Va., to the Sheepshead 
Bay speedway in this city today, a dis- 
tance of 460 miles, in four hours and one 
minute. This is a record for his distance, 
according to an announcement made by 
the Aero Club of America.

In a remarkable speech in senate 
the venerable senator, whose pork record 
will hold its own against that of any man 
in congress, announced that he was tired 
of “ voting for the other fellows’ steals 
in order to take something home to South 
Carolina.” 

“ shall part company with my col- 
leagues on this river and harbor bill with 
great reluctance,” said Senator Tillman, 
“but I really can't see things as they 
seem to see them, judging by the action of 
the senate committee on commerce. 


Colleagues Are Selfish. 

“The policy of urging a river and har- 
bor bill of this kind, appropriating $42,- 
000,000, as it does, is inexplicable. It is 
as if men were wild and crazy over local 
affairs and have no broad national grasp 
at all. Why should we spend all this 
money in face of the fact we are com- 
pelled to increase greatly our taxes in 
order to get money to run the government 
this year?”’ 

Senator Tillman said he couldn’t un- 
derstand such a policy at all. 

“I do not want to hurt anybody’s 
feelings,’’ he continued, “‘ but to me this 
expenditure seems criminal under the 
circumstances which now exist.” 


U. S. Faces Emergency. 

Senator Tillman said he was not hys- 
terical, but he realized the country faced 
an emergency. 

“I would be willing to vote $300,000,000 
or any amount if necessary,’’ he said, *‘ to 
give us a firat class navy, and to begin 
on it at once, just as if we expected a war 
immediately. 

“As for rivers and harbors, let us ap- 
propriate just as much as the board of 
army engineers tell us on their honor is 
vitally important and of immediate ne- 
cessity, and then vote every other dollar 
we propose to spend this year to putting 
the country in condition to defend itself.”

Cummins, and Le Follette and ex-Sena- 
tors Burton and Fairbanks. | 

Of these Senator La Follette cannot be consid- 
ered @ bona fide candidate. He ran in the Wis- 
consin’,primaries to keep his political organisza- 
tion together and in North Dakota for a similar 
purpose. He is out of harmony with all sections 
of the party and cannot expect to pull more than 
his instructed vote. The best that can be hoped 
for the La Follette delegates is that they will exert 
force to procure the nomination of a progressive 
and Will not work, as they did four years ago, in 


the actual interest of the reactionary element. 
Ex-Senator and ex-Vice President Fairbanks is 


a survival of the old Hanna organization. His. 


nomination as vice president was to give repre- 
sentation to the reactionaries, to balance Roose- 


yelt’s nomination for president. He belonged to 


the anti-Roosevelt element during his whole term 
as vice president and was a candidate for the 
presidential nomination in 1908, when President

Senator Burton is called s compromis: candidate 
and his record and temperament well fit him for the 
role. If he would not inspire the younger progres- 


_ sives he would not alienste them. The Republican 


party would have no cause to apologize for his nom- 

ination nor would the nation regret his élection. 
Senator Cummins is the opposite of Senator Bur- 

ton. He was one of the leaders of the insurgent 


movement. .He recognized early and fought hard the | 


evil practices which had grown up in the Republican 
party. As president he would be effective in the 
improvement of internal conditions. His nomina- 
tion would meet enthusiastic approbatjon on the part 
of progressives and would represent concession on 
the part of conservatives. His weakness as a candi- 
date would lie in his record on military prepared- 
ness. In this he has been extraordinarily backward 
for a man of his habit of mind. It is said, perhaps 
with truth, that his -position represents that of the 
voters of Iowa, but itis far from the attitude of sea- 
coast citizens. The people who live on the east and 
west frontiers, which are our seacoasts, are thor- 
oughly alive to the danger of armed invasion. Not 
only have they acted through their representation in 
congress, but through their legislatures as well.

Senator Cummins’ indifference to national de- 
fense appears to the exposed states as jeopardizing 
their very existence. It might make his election 
im possible. 

Senator Sherman carries the indorsement of the 
state of Illinois. In the view of his supporters 
he combines with ,progressive ideals conservative 
judgment. Certainly in the last two years he has 
made the most enviable record of any United States 
senator. He has been a member of the progressive 
wing of his party and has been an ardent cham- 
pion of preparedness against invasion. He was 
one of the few men who refused to be muzzled on 
the senate floor in his defense of the robbed and 
slaughtered Americans in Mexico. He is not de- 


_ ~ sired by standpat leaders, but there is nothing in his 


candidacy to jeopardize the just rights of property. 
If he should be a candidate he would have to fight 
the old record of voting for the Allen bill, but as 
he has twice been elected to the senate fiom Illinois

Bach of the three, Burton, Cummins, and Sher-

An army is hot an assemblage of units which 
never have been in touch with each other before. 
It is a machine in which each part has been fitted 
to its place. The German army got its precision 
as an army in manenvers just as the individual 
German soldier got his discipline in barracks. The 
barracks made the soldier, the field made the army. 

Our government sends regiments of the national 
guard to training camps in an effort to get in very 
small operations the advantages which .can come: 
only from large operations. : ‘ 
' There was call this year for'a real mobilization 
of the guard. The various state troops were needed , 
for the. protection of the southern boundary. If 
they had been sent there it would have been possible 
not only to increase the effectiveness of the regular 
army in the Mexican operations, and to protect 
American lives and property on this side of the 
line, but to give the guard real experience as an 
army. 

The opportunity was of incalculable value. The 
national guard is in theory an army. In fact it is 
not, and it never will be, until it has been assem- 
bled and maneuvered as one. : 

The plain business common sense pf mobilizing 
the guard for service on the Mexican border so in- 
sists upon recognition that we cannot understand 
how even the present administration failed to see it. 

We are to rely upon an armed citizenry, but 
we are at pains to make certain that the armed 
citizenry shall not be fitted for reliance. This is in- 
 smprehensible. 

Here was a chance for service which will not be 
equaled except by the actual fact of war. The. 
guardsmen would have learned more in Texas’ than 
they ever can be expected to leafn in routine. They 
were needed for actual service, and the need itself 
would have given military value to the training 
they would have received. If the guard had been 
sent to the border, the organization, when the serv- 
ice was over, whether it had been for two weeks 
or two months, would have been composed of bet- 
ter regiments than it ever hasi known. And there 
would have been no successful raids across the line. 
Life and property would have been safe. The 
United States would have protected its territory, 
which is a duty, we believe, it has not abandoned 
yet, in theory at least. | 

These operations would have been more expen- 
sive than the usual summer operations of the guard, 
but if our government expects to get efficiency for 
nothing it is feeding itself on another illusion. It 


does not expect to build postoffices and dredge |! 


creeks for nothing. 7 

Why ti guard has not been used on the border— 
why it is not used now—for the protection of United 
States territory and for the training of United 
States soldiers is beyond understanding. We can- 
not comprehend why even the present administra-, 
tion could not see the common sense of it.

The house is not placarded if the case 
is promptly removed to a hospital. 

Contacts.—Immunes (persons who have 
had the disease or are protected by vac- 
cination) are released. from quarantine 
as follows: If the case is promptly re- 
moved to the hospital the immune con- 
tacts are released at once if they change 
their residence or if there are no non- 
vaccinated people living in the house with 
them. If living in the house with non- 
vaccinated people they are held under 
quarantine for fourteen days. If the case 
of smallpox remains at home and is carea 
for by a trained nurse the above rules 
apply. If the case remains at home and 
is not cared for by a trained nurse the 
immunes are released from quarantine 
at once if they change their residence. 
If they remain in the house and every- 
body there has been vaccinated they are 
released when the isolation of the patient 
is terminated. If they remain in the 
house wtih the patient and with some 
people who are not immunes (have not 
had the disease and have not been vac- 
cinated) they will be held for fourteen 
days after the patient has been released 
from isolation or quarantine. 

Nonimmunes are released fourteen days 
after the patient has been transferred 
to the hospital provided they are entirely 
free from symptoms suspicious of on- 
coming smallpox. If the case of small- 
pox is cared for at home nonimmunes 
living in the same house are released 
fourteen days after the patient’s isola- 
tioh has been terminated. Persons who 
have been vaccinated properly or who 
have had smallpox are allowed to visit 
friends in the smallpox hospital.‘ No 
persons, vaccinated or not, are allowed to 
visit smallpox patients sick outside of 
hospitals regardless of whether a trained 
nurse is in attendance or not.

Two years of a narrow neutrality have 
taught the lesson that there are matters in which we are all vitally interested 
as members of the human family even when they do not directly affect either our 
own. pocketbooks or our individual lives. : 
The weakness of the earlier Lusitania notes was that they were based on 


The first note should have made it clear beyond doubt that the United States 
spoke not merely because of wrong done to our people but because of wrong done 
to every people in the world. That would have put us as a nation on the safe 


‘ground of universal humanity. As it is, if Germany should be careful for’ the 


future not to sink any vessel carrying American lives we should have technically 
no ground for breaking with her.. The absurdity of that position from a humani- 
tarian point of view has only tobe stated to be perceived. Germany may con- 
tinue to murder women, children, and noncombatants of other nationalities, and 
we as a nation will continue to entertain for her the friendship and respect which 
we had formerly. 

Incidentally thie narrow conception of our duties will lead to endless 
wrangling as to the status of nationality of the victims of the submarine. As a 


j people we may become indignant and express our indignation openly only tf some

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SHORT time ago there appeared in Tae Darr Trisune) 
a short editorial, “The German-American Against.” - It 


began with the sentence: “German-Americans have not 
strengthened their cause by adopting the slogan, ‘ Against 
Wilson and against Roosevelt.’” It said‘in another sen- 
tence: “ But although they say they are good Americans 
(and we believe they are at bottom), they have not been 
organized in favor of any American policy.” It ended with 
the words: “ Perhaps they will render a great service by 
preventing a silly war with Germany, but their service 
would be greater if they helped more and protested less.” 

I beg leave to answer this indictment by quoting 
letter of a famous etatesman and diplomat: : 

* We have no alliances nor any foreign policy, i. e., no 
active one, but we restrict ourselves to picking up the stones which fall into our 
garden and to brushing off the dirt which gets on our clothes as best we can. 
Whether we have any definite political intentions and aims I do not know; that 
we have interests,the others will teach us. You, my dear friend, know all about 
our policy ; well, can you show me any aim which our statesmen have in view, a 
plan for the next months at least? Does anybody in the administration know 
what we want and do you believe that the leaders of other nations are just as 
devoid of positive aims and ideas? I do not know whether the administration 
has a plan which I am ignorant of, and I don’t believe it; but if one refuses dip- 
lomatical advances of a great powér and regulates the relations of two nations 
entirely according to sympathies and antipathies I put it mildly when I say as a 
diplomat I cannot understand this and I think that with such a system in our 
foreign relations the whole work of diplomacy down to the consuls is superfluous 
and practically abolished.” F 


TOOK these sentences from a letter which Bismarck, then still a political 
neophyte, wrote in 1857 to Gen. von Gerlach, the confidant of King Frederick 

William IV. The same letter could be written today to Col. House and the

“The Shelley of 
actual life,” he says, “is a vision of beauty and radiance, indeed, but availing 
nothing, effecting nothing.” Read Wilson’s book, “The New Freedom,” and 
Arnold's words will come to your lips. Ask yourself candidly if there is any 
idea in it which has some “relief,” any purpose which might be shaped into

I think there are American reasons enough. + There is 
one which would be sufficient in itself. Mr. Roosevelt has no poise, and a man 
without poise would be extremely dangerous at this moment. It is not enough 
to be in a heroic mood; one must be cool headed and moderate at the same time, 
otherwise heroism becomes foolhardiness. 

Of course I know the theory about Roosevelt's double personality—as a pri- 
vate he is reckless and provocative, as a ytatesman cautious and self-controlled.

ORE and more each year the plant 
lover is giving attention to plants 
which have attractive foliage, 
for she has learned by experience 
that flowering plants are not to 

be depended on for the decoration of hall 

or parlor exoept in a transient wey. 

Flowering plants must be kept near the 

light in order to be satisfactory, while 

many fine foliaged plants do not require 
as much light as seems necessary to fully 
develop a flower, therefore are better 
adapted to permanent room decoration. 
One of the best plants for this purpose 
where strength and dignity are desired 
is the ficus, better known as rubber plant, 
Because of its sturdy habit of growth 
and the size of its thick and leathery 
fokage, it lacks the grace which charac- 
terizes all the ferns, and does not fit in as 
well with ordinary home effects as most 
of the palms, but a well grown and 
healthy specimen is always sure of ad- 

mijratiom . 

Probably a large share of its popularity 
is due to ite ease of culture and its free-

plants used for a similar purpose are heir 
to. Give it a rich soil of garden loam, 
drain the pot in which it grows well, and 
kep ite great leaves clean by frequent 
whowerlnge or washing, and it will not

At the end of the room oppoSite the sun 
corner is a small grand piano, with a lit- 
tle music rack beside it, and in the side 
window recess a spinet writing desk.

The large rug almost covering the 
whole floor i@ in a shade of wistaria 
tinge. with tan. The woodwork is 
painted sage color throughout.

‘deal in Florida, where those who eat 
them consider that they closely resemble 
spinach. It seems that, in California they 
have a nice name for wild lettuce. In- 
stead of calling it a weed they call it 
“ volunteer lettuce.” In Florida there are 
a number of fruits called by this name 
“volunteer,” which is certainly a pretty 
one for fruits and green things which we 
have disregarded as weeds or wild wastes 
while they have stood ready, wee 
volunteering services. 

Charles Dudley Warner impressed upon 
my mind the fact with great emphasis that 
purslane (‘ pusiey ") was a baneful weed, 
but a week In Holland taught me that it 
was @ most agreeable fart green, service- 
able at just the time when many peopie 
crave the deadly pickle. Dutch house- 
wives can it and so do the commercial 
Dutch canners, so that Dutchmen may 
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have ft the year around wherever they 
are, We may have it all the summer 
through, as it grows béautifully tender 
wherever the ground is freshly disturbed, 
as, for instance, around the park shrub- 
bery. All sorts of gardeners welcome its 
removal. 

Any one who can get possession of that 
out of print book, “ Salads and Sauces,” 
by Thomas J. Murrey, oné of the Amer 
ican epicures of a generation ago, when 
there existed a real cult of such mén, can 
find a great number of salads made of 
what we commonly regard as wild things. 
“Tom” Murrey devoted a great deal of 
his life to making us acquainted with 
our unused fishes, fruits, and green 
things, but his work seems almost lost 
to us. He says that Nebuchadnezzar in- 

Some of the greens of the garden’ and 
the fields rarely used but by Murrey; who 
gives careful recipes for their prepara- 
tion and seasoning, are the seed leaves 
of the Amaranthus or Chinese spinach, 
bamboo shoots to be enjoyed in Florida or 
wherever sent from there; basil, young 
bindweed common in fields and waste 
places, to be used young as salad and old 
as vegetable, young leaves and shoots of 
black bryony, borage, brooklime, bleached 
burdock eprouts, burnet, young shoots 
of butchers’: broom, young leaves of cab- 
bage palm as vegetable, colewort, cab- 
bage sprouts for salad, and many other 
forms of cabbage plant «imost unknown 
to us, Canadian bitter root, young leaves 
of caraway, once popular to use with a 
few leaves of chopped mint In a vegetable 
salad, cardoon, castmary, chervil, chick- 
weed with sorrel leaves, chickling vetch, 


chicory, cicely or sweet scented chervil, 


comfrey, coriander leaves, cress, “ eat 
cress and gain wit,” .crowfoot and cuckoo 
wer. 

Canadian bitter root Is “a remarkable 
plant of the purslane family,” the root of 
which is “white internally and almost 
entirely composed of starch.” “ Remove 
the cuttle and cut the root into thin slices; 
allow them to stand in water an hour; 
then boil, when it will swell to five or six 
times its size and resemble a jelly-like 
substance. It may be eaten with cream 
and ‘sugar ‘and butter. In Oregon the In- 
dians call it spaetlum. The young leaves 
may be used as a salad after standing 
some time in cold water." 

Here we are only through the C’s of 
Murrey’s index. A few of the other 
things are: Dulse, dill, earth almonds, 
bolled elder shoots, evening primrose, fen- 
nel, flag root, garden picridium and gar 
den rocket. goosefoot. herb of St. Mar- 
tin, hops for salad, Jack by the hedge. 
sprouts of Jew’s mallow, kales, lam>’s 
lettuce or corn salad (this has many other 
hames and ise the French mA&Ache), laven- 
der, lotos, lychosa, monk’s beard (barbe 
de capucine), marsh marigold, martynia, 
meadowsweet and dropwort, milkweed. 
nasturtium, common nettle, nightshade, 
orach or French spinach, patience, peri- 
winkle, pilewort, pimprenelle, plantain, 
poke, prairie turnip, evening primrose, 


“ pusley,” rampion, rape, roselle, sam-| 


phire or sea fennel, sauerkraut, sea hol'y 
of the carrot family, scurvy grass, shen- 
herd’s purse, skitret, Solomon's seal, sor- 
rel, stonecrop or orpine, highly esteemed 
by French, sweet marjoram, tarragon, 
teosinthe, turnip top, and willow herb. 
Is not such a list enough to inspire 
those who would like a variety of flavors 
in their daily salad? The best of it Is that 
@ score or perhaps two score of these are 
to be found on city lots, sometimes as 
flourishing as the dandelion, yet because 
people do not know them they go unminer- 
alized, as it were, when thelr cheeks 
might biossom as the . ose. fac 
: 
Purslane Greens. 
This is also called Dutch Postelino. 
Cut off the roots and the longer pieces 
into two or three, wash the whole thor- 
oughly, and cook it in the water which 
clings to it from the washing, unless in 
large quantity, then add a half cup. If 


you do not cover and cook over a tiny 
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fire keep stirring it so that it will not burn 
on. This may be used as any other 
green, but the Dutch often stew it in 
butter, and usually add.a beaten egg to 
finish, or even a cereal.

and eaten as a green, strangely enough 
omitting the Dutch, although it is most 
used in Holland, no Dutch cook book 
being without recipes for preparing it,

The plump, succulent stems, with their 
leaves, are boiled tender and dressed 
with butter, the same as spinach. The 
French market gardeners cultivate it 
regularly, and have different varieties. 
The young plants are used as @ salad, 
and are good when served with a bacon 
dressing, with one or two hard boiled 
egies chopped fine and sprinkled over the 
salad.” " 

If I could promote the use of this 
palatable green I should feelithat IT had 
done something for those who would be 
thrifty and healthy. It grows In abund- 
ance in the freshly worked gardens 
from which it is yulled and thrown away, 
although it might sell for as much as the 


carefully planted and tended things that 


come from these places, and be worth 
more in. the dietary, especially as it 
gratifies the taste of those who like 
acids. 


Louisa Alcott, who in “ ‘Transcenden tal 


Wild Oats"” has described one of the 


earliest and most pathetic vegetarian ex- 


periments made in America, at which she 
claims the bill of fare consisted of 
“bowls of sunrise for breakfast,"’ and 
other viands equally hard to find in the 
market, shows how when food failed pur- 
glane helped out these impractical peo- 
ble. It might help out others not so 
much #0. She ‘writes: 

“The garden was planted with a gen- 
erous supply of useful roots and herbs, 
but as manure was not allowed to pro- 
fane the virgin soil few of these vege- 
table treasures ever came up. Pursiane 
reigned supreme, and the disappointed 
planters ate it philosophically, deciding 
that.nature what was best for 
thé?” and would generously supply their 
needs.if they could only: learn te digest 
her’ ‘sallets ’ and rots.”

It is truly an amazing piece of’ work, of this outer harbor, connecting as they

The most memorable scene in the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church now in session in Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., was the one whicb 
marked the adoption of the report on 
federation and union. Bishop Earl Cran- 
ston of Washington, D. C., senior bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
Bishop Eugene R. Hendrix, senior bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal church south, 
at the close of the vote, which was unant- 
mous and accompanied with a strong 
show of emotion, shook hands as a 
pledge of love and of the church union 
which they said was sure to come 


That the plan of union was not merely 
an expression of good will, which may 
possibly be set aside before real union 
can take place, was evidenced by the fact 
that twenty~five commissioners were au- 
thorized and instructed to make evory 
effort to consummate the union. Mt the 
last meeting of the genera! conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
a similar vote was taken and a commis- 
sion appointed. Within a month it is 
expected the commissiuns will be at work 
perfecting the plans which were adopted 
in outline. 


The Methodist isennlh church split 
in 1844 on the subject of slavery. Bishop 
Cranston was a soldier in the civil war 
on the federal side. it is the hope of the 
two churches that they will be joined 
by the Methodist Protestant church and 
later by other branches of Methodism. 
The united churches will number 8,000,- 
000. 

Bishop Hendrix is 69 and Bishop Cran- 
ston is 76. Bishop Hendrix in 1908 to 
1912 was the first president of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Caantet
